A new use has been found for paper in 


•he production of building material which 
s said to possess all the better qualities of 
lard, fine grained wood wit Jout being af- 
fected in f orin and dimensions by the tem- 
Krature and humidity of the atmosphere. 
In the preparation of this material any 
quality of paper may be used, although 
manllia is preferred. During the proceea 
of manufacture there is added to tho paper 
>ulp a sol utioncontjiating one part of starch, 
cue part of gum arable, one part of bichro- 
mate of potash and three parts of benzine 
to forty-four parts of pulp. 


The paper made from thia combination 
s coated with a cement of linseed oil and 
glue, and is then kept under heat and 
pressure for about one week, BO that the 
xiards made may become thoroughly cured 
ind seasoned It is stated that these paper 
joards are capable of being worked up the 
same as ordinary woods of commerce for 
ail purposes to which the latter are used. 
During the process of manufacture the 
?ulp may be colored to represent any du- 
jired kind of wood, and may readily be 
grained in imitation of oak and walnut—

Figs and Poultry Blade Singularly Fas- 


cinating- and Sold Very Cheap. 


Perfnmed dncka. pickled oysters and 


beautifully roasted and powdered pigs, 
with pink ears and red nostrils, are the 
characteristic sight* that ornament a 
Chinese delicatessen store. There Is yet 
ouly one of these unique shops among tha 
10,000 Chinese of New York, but unless Its 
enterprising owner can obtain a patent for 
the business there will probably be other 
places opened soon, as he is doing a rush- 
Ing business both day and night. 
His 


trade Is especially great in summer, be- 
cause the Chinaman, like his American 
white cousins, will not cook a meal in hot 
days unless he Is actually forced to do so 


The Chinese delicatessen store is replete 


with the appetizing dishes of the Chinese 
household, and they are done up not only 
in better style but with much better ma- 
terials and more tasty than the average 
food of an ordinary Chinese family. 


Everything is exposed to view in the 


most conspicuous manner possible. 
A 


whole pig, fat and juicy, baked in highly 
spiced liquor and then baked a crispy 
brown, while cooling in the air is slightly 
anointed on Its back with a rich coat ol 
see yo (vegetable oil) and salt. The eara 
and nose are dyed In vermilion: the entire 
carcass is made as attract!\ e to the eye and 
aa tempting to the appetite as possible. 
It Is then hung by Its little chubby tail 
upon a hook near the door in very much 
the same fashion as a Dutchman's butcher 
shop. When a customer comes in he la 
asked which part of the hog he wants. It 
is then chopped off at twenty-five cents per 
pound. The same price prevails through' 
ont the entire pig. 


The liver and entrails are cured sepa- 


rately from the rest of the body, and then 
are sold at halt the rate of the body. On 
an average three pigs a day and a dozen or 
more of ducks and chickens are disposed 
of in quarter pound lots, besides other dell 
caciea. 


The present boss of this establishment 


is a favorite Chinese caterer, who ran once 
the big Chinese restaurant at 18 Mott 
street. Be couldn't agree with his part- 
ners and he quietly retired to a neighbor- 
ing hallway, where he setnp for himsell 
in retailing Chinese portable dishes—tha 
very dishes he used to make up for his 
guests at the Chinese Delmomco'g. To the 
surprise and anupyance of his old part- 
ners, the old calwer took many of his pa- 
trons with him, who would rather eat his 
dishes cold than to eat them steaming hot 
at the restaurant. 


The difference between a Caucasian and 


B Chinese delicatessen store Is immense 


The one always sells stale meat and rot- 


ten cheese, the other roasts live pigs (killed 
within an hoar before they are prepared 
for roasting), chickens and dncka in the 
same way. 


The one costs hundreds of dollars to 


start and makes little profits, wiuie the 
Chinese delicatessen shop cost* only the 
twenty dollars to buy tha meats and makes 
big profits. An ordinary hallway is amply 
big enough for a good sized Chinese deli-
